DIRECTIONS  TO  WESLEYAN  UNIVERSITY 


FROM  THE  NORTH: 

Follow  91S  to  Route  9  (exit  on  left).   Continue  to  the  second  light  and  turn 
right  on  Washington  St.  (Route  66).   Proceed  up  the  hill  to  the  fifth  traffic 
light  and  turn  left  on  Vine  St.   The  parking  lot  is  on  the  right  after  the 
tennis  courts. 

FROM  THE  SOUTHEAST: 


Take  95S  to  Route  9N;  continue  until  you  reach  a  set  of  traffic  lights, 
left  on  Washington  St.  (Route  66)  and  proceed  as  above.
